THE VIEWS OF AN ENGLISH 


DIPLOMAT.

London, Aug. 26.—Upon authority 


of undoubted reliability a reporter 
for the Associated Press has ascer- 
tained that into the Alaska dispute 
there has crept the craftiness of Bus- 
Man diplomacy. Bussia, it can be 
stated, 
will do everything, 
with 


every possible energy, to prevent the 
practical co-operation of two great 
English speaking nations. In all her 
embassies instructions have been re- 
ceived to thwart the Anglo-American 
understanding. 


FEABS THE ALLIANCE. 


A prominent diplomat who is ac- 


quainted with the details of the ne- 
gotiations of the past few years, said 
to the reporter of the Associated 
Press: 


"In any arrangement looking to a 


woiking agreement between England 
and the United States, Bussia sees 
the defeat of her dearest projects. I 
believe her intense activity in China 
is to no small extent due to her fear 
that Anglo-Saxon power, once cen- 
tralized, will sweep everything be- 
fore it in the far east. Dreading the 
rapid realization of this nightmare, 
she is making hay while the sun 
shines, in the meanwhile intriguing 
to the utmost to tie the bands of 
those who are working to materialize 
Anglo-American sentiment. 


THE EVIDENCE OF IT. 


"The latest evidence of this is in 


the Alaskan affair. Though strictly 
speaking, it is a matter of interna- 
tional politics and would have been 
settled long ago if left solely to Great 
Britain and the United States, Bus- 
sia has managed to suggest motives 
never dreamed of by America by dis- 
torting facts. It is impossible for 
me to divulge exactly how or to what 
extent Russia got her paws into the 
dispute. But the attitude of her 
press, official to the core, is quite suf- 
ficient to show her motives." 


The report that Sir Wilfrid Laurier. 


the premier of Canada, and Mr. T. P. 
Davises, minister of mirinf and 
fisheries, are to come here in regard 
to Alaska, is thought at the Canadian 
high commission to be quite prob- 
nble, but nothing is known definitely 
of the matter. Both there and at the 
United States embassy it was said 
that the state of negotiations has not 
changed and is spoken of rather 
wearily. The caustic remarks of Sir 
Charles Tupper, formerly Canadian 
high commissioner, in an interview 
with a icpresentative of the Associ- 
ated Press, had with him August 18, 
when he said the United States was 
purposely delaying the settlement of 
the Alaska dispute on account of the 
pecuniary benefit accruing to miners 
nnd const cities tbiough the delay 
and had refused to have the boundary 
deliminated aa was being done in 
Venezuela, created considerable dis- 
satisfaction at the United States em- 
bassy. , 


TUPPEB MISBEPBESENTS. 


It was intimated there that Sir 


Charles Tupper quite misrepresented 
the facts and said that the dilatori- 
ness was entirely due to the Canadi- 
ans. It was also said that his declar- 
ations that the commission proposed 
by the United States provided for no 
umpire was a deliberate evasion, as 
the facts are the United States' pro- 
posal included an umpire to be chosen 
by both sides from North America. 
Though this was not committed to 
writing, it was thought to be under- 
stood. The* the absolute refusal of 
the Canadians to accede, they insist- 
ing upon an European umpire. It 
may be said that the impression ex- 
ists that Canadian politics are chiefly 
responsible for the Alaskan impasse. 


This is not only the American 


idea, but it obtains among some of 
the British officials, though most ot 
the latter are inclined to believe the 
United States should make vast con- 
cessions in order to convince the 
British of the sincerity of their 
friendship and as a return for war 
services. In other words, the British 
are now rather expecting a quid pro 
quo, an expression not uncommon in 
these days.

Law and Order Established Under 


the American Flag Then Civil 


Government. 


Long Branch, N. J., Aug. 26,— 


President McKinley publicly declaied 
the policy of the national administi a- 
tion in the Philippines during a brief 
speech at Ocean Grove late yesterday 
afternoon. In addressing the Ocean 
Grove summer school of theology he 
said: 


"I believe that there is more love 


for our country and that more people 
love the flag than ever before. 
Wheiever that flag is raised it stands 
not for despotism and oppression, but 
for liberity, opportunity and human- 
ity, and what that flag has done for 
us we want it to do for all people and 
all lands which by the fortunes of 
war have come within its jurisdic- 
tion. 


"That flag does not mean one thing 


in the United States and another in 
Porto Bico and the Philippines. 
There has been some doubt in some 
quarters respecting the policy of the 
government in the Philippines. I 
see no harm in stating it in this pres- 
ence. 


"Peace first; then,- with charity for 


all, establish a government of law 
and order, protecting life and prop- 
erty and occupation for the well-be- 
ing of the people who will partici-

Rennes, Aug. 26.—When the sixth 


session of the third week of the sec- 
ond trial by court martial of Captain 
Alfred Dreyfus, of the artillery, on 
the charge of treason, began this 
morning in the Lycee, M. Alphonse 
Bertillon, chief of the anthropometric 
department of the Paris prefecture of 
police, resumed his testimony inter- 
rupted yesterday by the adjournment 
of the couit for the day. In this 
case M. Bertillon testified as a hand- 
writing expert and gave his reason 
for believing Dreyfus to be the au- 
thor of the famous boideieau, upon 
which the prosecution mainly 
de- 


pends to establish the charge against 
the prisoner. 


The comic aspect of M. Bertillon's 


performance again appealed to the 
risibilities of the audience, though 
the judges paid close attention to his 
demonstrations, which were conclud- 
ed at 8:30 a. m., the witness saying 
in a declamatory tone: 


"I am convinced the writer of the 


bordereau is the 
prisoner 
sitting 


there." 


DREYFUS DID NOT FLINCH. 
Dreyfus heard him without flinch- 


ing and with an expression of dis- 
dain, which he showed in a 
still 


more noticeable manner just before 
the specialist's testimony, when M. 
Demange handed him a paper which 
M. Bertillon had submitted to the 
judges as convincing proof of the 
guilt of the accused. 


The prisoner perused it for a few 


moments and then handed it back 
with a shrug of the shoulders and 
without uttering a word. 


There was a highly dramatic scene 


towards the end of 
the 
session. 


Maitre Labori, leading cousel for the 
defense, asked to have Major ,Frei- 
staetter, one of the members of the 
court martial of 1894 which con- 
victed Dreyfus, called in contradic- 
tion of the deposition of Colonel Mau- 
rel, the presiding judge upon that 
occasion, who had testified that he 
read but one of the documents of the 
secret dossier communicated to the 
court martial. 


The major, who is a finely built 


officer and has a handsome, honest 
face, ascended the platform with a 
firm step and a fearless air. 


INFLUENCED BY DOSSIER. 


When he was asked to 
recount 


what occurred, he said his conviction 
of the guilt of the 
prisoner 
was 


formed by the evidence of the ex- 
peits in handwriting, the deposition 
of Colonel Du Paty de Clam, "and," 
he continued, "I must add, some 
slight influence which was exercised 
over my mind by hearing the secret 
dossier read." 


The witness was then questioned 


as to whether one or more of 
the 


documents were read and he 
said 


they were all read. This was in di- 
rect contradiction of Colonel Maurel, 
and M. Labori at once demanded the 
confrontation of Major Freistaetter 
with Colonel Maurel. 
The 
latter 


mounted the stage and presented a 
miserable object, his 
shifty 
eyes 


blearing out beneath 
heavy eye- 


brows and looking around him with 
a vicious hang-dog look. 


"How do you explain thisf" asked 


M. Labori. 


Then the colonel, at bay, replied 


savagely: 


"I said I only read one document. 


I did not say only one document was 
read." 


This statement called forth an out- 


burst of hisses and indignant "ohs" 
from the audience, which looked upon 
it as an infamous confession. The 


and fearlessness, must have carried 
conviction to every hearer. 


Geneial Mercier then asked to be 


heard and placed himself by the side 
of Maurel. The forbidding appear- 
ance ot these two men, both dressed 
in civilian attire, was iu striking 
contrast with the eicct, unfli&hiug 
attitude of Freistaettei, who woie 
the smart uniform of a major of ar- 
tillery, with medals on his breast. 
, It was a remarkable scene. 


THE DAY'S DETAILS. 


Following are the proceedings in 


detail: 


The reappearance on the stage of 


the court-martial today of the prop- 
erties of M. Bertillon, the 
distin- 


guished anthi opometor. was the sig- 
nal of an outburst of hilarity on the 
part of the audience. 


Before continuing his demonstra- 


tion, M. Bertillon replied to the com- 
ments upon his evidence yesterday. 
In regard to the prisoner's exclama- 
tion of '-Oh, the wretch" the special- 
ist asserted that if Dreyfus, who had 
up to that time retained his self-pos- 
session, so far forgot himself at that 
particular point as to insult the wit- 
ness, it was obviously due to agita- 
tion "when he saw his method of 
fabricating the bordeieau was dis- 
covered. 


A MODEST CLAIM. 


DANGER AT DARIEN 


WHITES AND NEGBOES BEADY 


FOB CONFLICT. 


FIRST REGIMENT IS CALLED 


EMISSARIES ARRESTED. 


Lourenzo Marquise, Delagoa Bay, 


Aug. 26.—Several persons suspected 
of being emissaries of the Transvaal

here. Excitement is intense and in 
view of a contemplated Transvaal 
raid the Portuguese troops are kept 
in readiness for an emergency.

This was practi- 
cally calling Matrel a thorough liar, 
and the colonel glared at the major 
ferociously.

however, was not dismayed and hit 
wortU, spoken in a tone of oaador 


"My extraordinarily ingenious de- 


monstration yesterday proves the ex- 
cellence of my system," added the 
witness. 


M. Bertillon then resumed the ex- 


position of the technicalities of his 
system, 
passing 
around 
charts, 


plates, etc. Here followed a re- 
enactment of scenes similar to those 
of yesterday. 


The prisoner was apparently quite 


mdiffeient to what was going on and 
the judges and counsel alone at- 
tempted to follow the specialist in 
his 
interminable 
cryptrographic 


problems. 


The witness was heaid to say, dur- 


ing his demonstration: 


"The system I have the honor to 


explain to you can easily be carried 
on under your eyes, and. if you like, 
I will again read the notes." 


COURT TOOK ALARM. 


Boars of laughter greeted the dep- 


recatory reply of Colonel Jouaust, 
president of the court, who said: 


"Oh. no. Do not tiouble yourself." 
As the comedy was piolonged it 


grew so wearisome that the audience 
brought out newspapers and chatted 
in low tones. M. Jaures, a member 
of the chamber of deputies and a 
strong Dreyfusaid, openly showed 
his impatience, but was not lebuked 
for so doing. 


M. Bertillon, at one point, ad- 


vanced alleged proofs against the 
prisoner, namely in the Dreyfus 
papeis seized at the war office and 
in which the specialist said he found 
two words has been traced. 


THE JUDGES BOBED. 


As he proceeded, the witness be- 


came imbedded in paraphernalia. His 
lecture, delivered in funeral tones, 
began to pall on the judges, who, 
finally, only paid the most cursory 
attention to the examples submitted 


One of M. Beitillon's demonstra- 


tions was handed to Dreyfus, who 
closely scrutinized it and returned 
the paper with a .disdainful shrug 
of the shoulders and without utter- 
ing a word. 


In summing up the results of his 


testimony, M. Bertillon said: 


"Fully undeistanding the respon- 


sibility of so positive a statement on 
my soul and conscience, I declare to- 
day, as I did in 1894, on my oath, 
that the bowlerenu is the work of the 
prisoner here." (Sensation). 


THE PRISONER UNMOVED. 
Dreyfus heard this assertion un- 


moved. The witness was asked by 
the court bow he explained the sim- 
ilarity of the handwriting of the bor- 
dereau and that of Esterhazy, to 
which he replied that since 1894 Es- 
terhazy may have practiced imitat- 
ing writing of the bordereau in order 
to render possible the substitution 
of himself for the prisonei. 
In 


support of this theory, M. Beitillon 
produced a fresh array of plates 
which, he alleged, proved his hy- 
pothesis in regard to Esterhazy. 
There were murmurs of assent and 
dissent. 
The witness pointed out 


that in Esteihazy's writing there 
were certain caligraphic blunders, 
which he asserted did not exist in 
the original boidereau. There were

GREAT FORCE. 


WHITES ALSO ARE GATHERING 


GEORGIA BACE WAB HAS MOST 


SEBIOUS ASPECT. 


Atlanta, Ga., Aug. 26.—Bulletin.— 


2:45 p. m —Governor Candler re- 
ceived advices at 2 o'clock this after- 
noon to the effect that 1,000 negroes 
are believed to be under arms in Mc- 
lntosh county and that they posi- 
tively refuse to give up the Delaget 
murderers. 
Further 
information 


from the governor's office is that 
Sheriff Blount has 250 men under 
his command, being every available 
white man in the county. 


Colonel Lawton has ordered the 


Fourth regiment to prepare for im- 
mediate call to Darien. It is stated 
that a party of white men from 
Brunswick numbering from 100 to 
500 are en route to Darien to join 
the sheriff's party. 


Atlanta. Ga.. Aug. 26.—Bulletin.— 


A Journal special from Darien, Ga., 
says one of the Delagets is reported 
to have been captured this afternoon 
without trouble. 


Savannah. Ga., Aug. 26.—Bulletin. 


—The First regiment, Georgia vol- 
unteers, will leave here at 4 p. m. for 
Darien, Ga. The trip should occupy 
about one hour. The Fiist will take 
five days' rations and ten thousand 
vounds-iof ammunition. 


SITUATION IN DETAIL. 


Darien, Ga., Aug. 26.—After a 


night of quiet, the city was thrown 
into excitement at noon today by the 
arrival of a courier with the news 
that 150 negroes who were believed 
last night to be in the Delaget swamp 
had advanced and were now in Dela- 
get's cabin, six miles from the 
swamp, and fully armed. This infor- 
mation was communicated to Colonel 
Lawton, whose headquarters are in 
the hotel here. He at once wired 
Savannah to send the First regiment 
to Darien rnd the militia was ex- 
pected about 4 o'clock. The situa- 
tion is very grave. 


Colonel Lawton believed that the 


negioes would come in and surrender, 
but now that he finds that they are 
aimed and evading the troops he 
thinks they will fight. 


The whites of the entire country 


are aroused and have been arriving 
in Darien all moining, armed and 
leady to fight. 


The fact that the negroes outnum- 


ber the whites five to one causes the 
greatest anxiety, but the people hope 
with the aid of the militia to arrest 
every negro who is a member of the 
mob now in Delaget's cabin. 


The special trains did not leave for 


the swamps this morning as sched- 
uled, because it was learned that the 
negroes had got wind of the move 
and were hunting safe 
quarters. 


One train, however, was dispatched 
to Sapelo Bridge, where a crowd of 
negroes had 
assembled and were 


threatening to burn the town and 
railroad bridge. 


At 1 o'clock this afternoon the re- 


port reached 
here 
from 
Liberty 


county that the negroes there hearing 
of the departure of the militia for 
Darien had gathered to march into 
Darien tonight. There is no doubt 
that the Delagets have determined 
to resist arrest and that they are get- 
ting assistance from Mclntosh and 
Liberty counties.

case have been conferring with the 
idea of reaching some settlement in 
the matter.

The explosion occurred on Sunday 


morning, February 26th, about 10 
o'clock. The young man had entered 
the cellar at his home to get some 
potatoes for the midday meal. The 
cellar was dark and he carried a 
lighted candle. 
Gas had filled the 


cellar, and an instant later came the 
terrible explosion which wrecked the 
home and injured the boy in a fear- 
ful manner. In her complaint for 
damages, Mrs. Nichter sets forth at 
considerable length the system un- 
der which natural gas is furnished 
to consumers, and charged that the 
cellar was completely filled with gas 
which escaped from a service pipe. 


It is further set forth In the alle- 


gations that the candle carried by 
the boy caused the gas to ignite and 
explode, completely demolishing the 
house and throwing the boy violently; 
down and along the cellar seriously 
bruising and severely burning him 
about the hands, face, arms and body. 
It is also averred that the plaintiff 
did not know and had no reason to 
suspect the presence of accumulated 
gas in the cellar and that his in- 
juries were received 
without 
any 


fault on his part. Going on, the com- 
plaint says that the boy, by reason 
of his injuries, was confined to his 
bed for a period of four months and 
was compelled to spend large sums 
of money for medicine and medical 
attendance in caring for his injuries, 
many of which are permanent. It is 
additionally set forth that from his 
injuries he still suffers and will con- 
tinue to suffer great pain and mental 
distress, and that on account of the 
burns he received he will always suf- 
fer pain and will always "be a 
frightful and terrifying object 
to 


look upon." It is averred that prior 
to the explosion he was a strong, 
healthy person, "capable of earning 
$3 per day; that on account of said 
injuries he has become and practi- 
cally always will be unable and in- 
capable of earning or fitting himself 
to earn anything; that by reason of 
said injuries he has been damaged 
in the sum of $60,000."

Dr. Talmage Draws Some Lessons 


from Our Annual Outings.

At this season of the year, when all 


who can get a vaeatiou are taking it, 
(his discourse of Dr. Talmage is sug- 
gestive and appropriate.

live porches. In these lay a great mult i- 
tude of impotent folk, of blind, halt, 
withered, waiting for the moving of the 
water." 


Outside the city of Jerusalem there 


was a sanative watering place, the pop- 
ular resort for invalids. To this day 
there is a^lry basin of rock which shows 


(hat 
there may have been a pool there 


3W» feet long, 130 feet wide and 75 feet 
deep. This pool was surrounded by live 
piazzas, or porches, or bathing houses, 
where the patients tarried until the 
time when they were to step into the 
water. 
So far as reinvigonitiug was 


concerned, it must have been a Sara- 
toga and a Long Branch on a small 
fccule; a Leamington and a Brighton 
combined— medical and 
therapeutic.

nobody knows, and worshipers, with

thing I ever tried to do was to be good 
at a watering place. 
The air is be- 


witched with the "world, the flesh and 
the dexil." There arc Christians \\lio. 
In three or four weeks in such a place, 
have had such terrible rents made in 
their Christian robe that they had to 
keep darning it until Christmas to pet 
it mended. 


The health of a great many people 


makes an annual visit to some mineral 
spring an absolute necessity, but take 
your Bible along with you, and take an 
hour for secret prayer 
every day, 


though you be surrounded by guffaw 
and saturnalia. 
Keep holy the Sab- 


bath, though they deride you as a big- 
oted Puritan. Stand off from gambling 
hells and those other institutions which 
propose to imitate on this side the wa- 
ter the iniquities of Baden-Baden, Let 
your moral and your immoral health 
keep pace with your physical recupera- 
tion, and remember that all the sul- 
phur and chalybeate springs cannot do 
you so much good as the 
healing, 


perennial flood that breaks forth from 
the "Kock of Ages," This may be your 
last summer. 
If io, make it a tit vesti- 


bule, of Heaven. 


Another temptation hovering around 


nearly all our watering places is the 
horse racing business. \Ve all ndmirc 
the horse, but we do not think that its 
beauty or speed ought to be cultured ;it 
the expense of human degradation. The 
horse race is not of such importance as 


water and pour in it some healing qual- 
ilv, and after that the people would 
come and get the medication.

prefer the plain statement of Scripture, 
that at. a certain season an angel came 
down and stirred up or troubled the wa- 
ter, and then the people came and got 
Ihe healing. 
That angel of (iod that 


stirred up the Judaean watering place 
had his counterpart in the ;mgel of heal- 
ing who, in onr day, steps into the min- 
eral waters of Congress or Sharon or 
.Sulphur Springs, or into the salt sea at 
CapeMayandNahant,where multitudes, 
who are worn out with commercial and 
professional anxieties, as well as those 
who are afflicted with rheumatic, neu- 
ralgic and splenetic diseases, go and are 
cured by the thousands. These blessed 
liethesdasarescattered all up and down 
our country. 


We are at a season of Ihe year when 


rail trains are laden with passengers 
nml baggage on their way to the moun- 
tains and the lakes and the 
seashore. 


Multitudes of. our citi/ens are away for 
a restorative absence. The city heats 
are pursuing the people with torch and 
fear of sunstroke. The long, silent halls 
of sumptuous hotels are all abuzz with 
excited arrivals. The antlers of Adiron- 
dack deer rattle under the shot of city 
sportsmen, the trout make fatal snap at 
the hook of adroit sportsmen, who toss 
thrir spotted brilliants into the game 
basket; the baton of the orchestral lead- 
er taps the music stand on the hotel 
green, and American life has put on 
festal array, and the rumbling of the 
tenpin alley, and the crack of the ivory 
bulls on the green-baized billiard tables, 
and the jolting of the barroom goblets, 
and the explosive uncorking of the 
champagne bottles, and the whirl and 
the rustle of the ballroom dance, and 
the clattering hoofs of the race courses 
and other signs of social dissipation at- 
test that the season for the groat Amer- 
ican watering places is in full play. 
Music! Flute and drum and eornet-a- 
piston and clapping cymbals wake the 
echoes of the mountains. 
Glad am I 


that fagged-out American life for the 
most, part has an opportunity to rest 
and that nerves racked and destroyed 
\vill find a Bethesda. I believe in water- 
ing places. They recuperate for active 
service many who were worn out with 
trouble or overwork. They are nation- 
al restoratives. 


Let not the commercial firm begrudge 


the clerk, or the employer the journey- 
man, or the patient the physician, or the 
church its pastor a season of inoccupa- 
tion. 
Luther used to sport with his 


children; Edmund Burke used to caress 
his favorite horse; Thomas Chalmers. 
In the dark hour of the church's disrup- 
tion, played kite, for recreation—so 1 
%vas told by his own daughter—and tin- 
busy Christ said to the busy apostles: 
"Come ye apart awhile into the desert 
and rest yourselves." And T have ob- 
served that they who do not know- how 
to rest do not know how to work. Hut 
I have to declare this truth to-day—that 
some of our fashionable watering places 
are the temporal and eternal destruc- 
tion of "a multitude that no man can 
number," and amid the congratulations 
of this season and the prospects of the 
departure of many of you for the coun- 
try I must utter a warning, plain, ear- 
nest and unmistakable. 


The first emptation that is apt to 


hover in this direction is to leave your 
piety at home.

Society is so artificial there that 
no sure judgment of character can be 
formed. They who form companion- 
ships amid such circumstance's go into 
a lottery where there are 20 blanks to 
one. 
prize. In the severe tug of life you 


want more than glitter and splash. Life- 
is not a ballroom where the music de- 
cides the step, and bow and prance, and 
graceful swing of long train can make- 
up for strong common sense. 
You 


might as well go among the gayly 
painted yachts of a summer regatta to 
iind a war vessiel as to gu amonir the 
light .spray of the ^.mmcr watering 
place to find character th;it can stand 
the test of the great struggle of human 
life, lu the battle of life you want a 
stronger weapon than a lace fan or a 
croquet mallet. 
The load of life 
is 


so heavy that in order to draw it jou 
want a team stronger t h a n that made 
up of a masculine, grasshopper and a 
feminine butterfly. If there is any man 
iu the community who excites my con- 
tempt and who ought to excite the con- 
tempt of every man nml woman, it 
is the soft-hamlud, soft-headed dude, 
who. perfumed u n t i l the air is actual- 
ly sick, spends the .summer in striking 
killing attitudes, aud waving senti- 
mental adieux, and talking infinitesimal 
nothing*, alud finding his heaven in 
the set of a lavender kid glove.

I care not how- 
well a woman may dress, if she has 
taken enough of wine to flush her 
cheek and put a glassines.s on her eye, 
she is drunk. She may be handed into 
a $2,500 carriage and have diamonds 
enough to astound the Tiffanys—she is 
drunk. Slu: may be a graduate of the 
best young ladies' seminary and the.

being nominated for the presidency- 
she is drunk. You may have. a. larger 
vocabulary than 1 have, and you may 
say iu regard to her that, she is "con-

cannot with all your garlands of ver- 
biage, cover up the plain fact that it 
i.j an old-fashioned case of drunk.

The 
indomitable will has o f t e n compelled 
u sickly body to do a f u l l life task. Few- 
men have attained greater eminence in 
their profession than the great ph\- 
tsician.

He started 
upon his career w i t h the taint of con- 
sumption in his constitution. His first 
appointment iu a London hospital was 
given him partly out of sympathy.

The various forms of strong drink in 


common use have a splendid character 
with many people. The working man 
thinks a great deal about bis beer, and 
belieie.s t h a t he gets strength and vigor 
from its use to enable him to do his 
hard work: t h a t lie is warmed by it, 
that it is almost us good as food, and 
that it brings him cheer and comfort. 
The business, men. and those in the bet- 
ter stations of life, t h i n k that wine is a 
good thing, they look upon its use as a 
sign of hospitality, they imagine that 
it gives them energy and vigor, aud that 
life would be very dull if they did not 
have this particular thing todrive away 
their cares and worries and help them 
to lead a pleasant time. 


A dose study of the question reveals 


the fact that, a* a be u rage, stroll 
drink i.s a mistake from every point of 
view. 


A very common error is the bcbel 


that alcohol is a nerve restorer, :i tonic 
or a "pick-me-up," that can revive and 
pull together the lost and scattered en- 
ergies of the nervous system. 
The 


t r u t h i.s that alcohol is a narcotizcr am 
a nerve paralyzer. Its work is that ot 
deadening .sensation, and of lessening 
Ncli.-ihiliU. 
Hence the popular belie 


arise.-, that because the body is los: 
capable of feeling and less, able to per- 
ceive, that a ct-r'.ain amount ol restora- 
tion is going on. 


Pain may lie deadened, and grief ant 


care may be drowned, but that does 
not mean that we are being made more 
able to stand against these things. 


Very delicate experiments have been 


made to show t h a t even small qtuinti 
ties of alcohol lessen in some degree 
our percept m- powers. The amount, o 
alcohol contained in a quarter of a pint 
of beeris very small, but it can be showi 
t h a t the faculties, of seeing, feeling am 
precision are distinctly lessened by thib 
amount. 


A man taking a lot of strong drink 


becomes "dead drunk," that is, he is in 
capable of seeing, feeling, hearing 
smelling1 or tasting. 
The whole of his- 


lu-nes arc asleep, narcotized by ulco 
hoi. 
The man is dead to all that is go 


iug on around him. The question arises 
when did this paralyzing of the brain 
and ncnex begin, 
it began with the 


tirst glass. This necessarily follows. 1 
might lune been imposisble to tell b; 
any test that tin- iirst glass had don 
any harm, but a number of glasses do 
the harm, and the first one must havi 
contributed its quota. 


Another common error is the belie 


that alcohol isau aid todigestion. Hen 
again the drinker is trusting to feeling 
rather t h a n to fact. 


Alcohol, like anything else 
passing 


into the stomach, causes a flow of gas 
trie juice, and the inference has beer 
made t h a t if alcohol 
makes gastri 


juice flow, because of its irritant action 
on the lining of the stomach, there inns 
be more of the digestive fluid present 
and, 
therefore, there must be better di 


gcstiou. but the great and hnportan 
fact i.s merlookid tha.t it i> the aetiv 
principle in gastric juice, called pepsin, 
that is the digestive agent, and that 
the pepsin is thrown out of solution by 
alcohol, ami is. therefore, less capable 
of doing its work. Whilst, therefore, 
If.-is digestive juice may be made to flow 
more quickly, it is doing really less 
work iu digesting food than if it flowed 
at a slower rate, Kxperiiuont has shown 
t h a t alcohol hardens food and ren- 
ders 
it 
loss capable of digestion, 


that it retards the absorption of di- 
gested food into the blood, and that it 
deadens sensation, and reduces the 
nervous power of the stomach to o dis- 
tinctly lower ton?. 


The notable experiments of Dr. Mon- 


roe and Drs. Percy and Ueddows. all 
show that digestion is materially hin- 
dcrd by alcohol. 
The experience of

CRYPTOGRAPHIC SIGNATURE. 
Counsel reminded the witness that 


he said in 1894 that he found in the 
bordereau a cryptographic signature, 
"Alfred Dreyfus." 


M. Bertillon replied that he was 


not now nositive on this Doint, to 
which he added, ''he attached no im- 
portance whatever." 
Referring to 


M. Bertillon's statements yesteiday 
that he found in the bordereau words 
Dreyfus was in the habit of using in 
documents of the war office, M. De- 
mage asked how the witness account- 
ed for this, and the specialist ex- 
plained with some confusion that it 
was a necessary counterpart of the 
precautions taken by the prisoner 
when he wrote the bordereau, "in or- 
der to make out that he was the vic- 
tim of a plot." 
(Sensation). 


KEY WORD OF THE BORDEREAU. 


Asked his opinion of the letter 


himself, which skews that immedi- 


from Mtthieu 
"blotting pad 


Dreyfus called the 
letter," from which 


the specialist alleged the prisoner 
took the key word for his work on 
the bordereau, M. Bertillon replied 
that He had no opinion on the sub- 
ject, but he maintained the letter had 
been written by the same system as 
the bordereau. 


"That is my hypothesis," said the 


witness; "many similar ones can be 
found." 
(Murmurs of disapproval). 


M. Labori asked how M. Bertillon 


reconciled the result of the present 
experiments, namely, that the bor- 
dereau was written by Dreyfus trac- 
ing Esterhazy's handwriting, with 
his opinion in 1894 that the bor- 
deteau was written by Dreyfus, un- 
less it had 
been 
most 
cleverly 


forged. 
, 


ONLY A HYPOTHESIS. 


To this M. Bertillon replied that it 


was only a hypothesis, whereupon 


Labori remarked that the forgery 
M. 
was then of such a nature as to con- 
duce to the proof in favor of Dreyfus, 
"yet today it is made proof against 
him." 


Continuing, counsel said: 
' 


"Since the witness admits Ester- 


hazy has written by the same mathe- 
metical methods as Dreyfus, why has 
he attributed the bordereau to Drey- 
fus rather than Esterhazy?" 


M. Bertillon—It WPS on Dreyfus' 


blotting pad that the key word "in- 
terest" was found, and Esterhazy 
might have had access to this word. 


M. Labori—Does M. Bertillon admit 


that Esterhazy is a traittor? 


REFUSED TO PUT QUESTION. 
Colonel Jouaust refused to put the 


question to the witness. (Sensation). 


M. Labori, continuing his ques- 


tions, asked M. Bertillon's opinion 
as to what system of defense would 
have been employed by the writer of 
the bordereau if the document had 
been found on him. 


The witness, in a confused and 


most inaudible tone declared the 
prisoner would have adduced it as 
proof of a plot. 


M. Labori—In that case the pris- 


oner must have foreseen the appear- 
ance on the scene of a man so emi- 
nent as M. Bertillon, capable of im- 
agining a system so ingenious as 
the one he has expounded 
today 


(laughter). 
M. LABORI RIDDLES EVIDENCE. 


M. Bertillon retorted that, in his 


opinion, a man of the ability of the 
accused could have made a model 
line in a quarter of an hour every 
time he had occasion to write. Re- 
plying to further questions, M. Ber- 
tillon admitted he had discovered in 
Esterhazy's 
writing 
peculiarities 


similar to those in the bordereau. 


Counsel pointed out that it was 


impossible to maintain the hypothe- 
sis that Esterhazy was a man of 
straw, since in 1897, when he might 
very well have admitted writing the 
bordereau, he had confessed nothing. 


DREYFUS EXPLAINS CONDUCT. 
The reasoning of 
M. 
Bertillon, 


counsel asserted, therefore, fell to the 
ground. 
After a short 
incidental 


discussion of the Weyler 
forgery, 


which it was believed was perpe- 
trated by order of the prefect of po- 
lice, Colonel Jouaust asked the pris- 
oner if he had anything to say in 
reply to the witness, and the atten- 
tion of all present was riveted on 
Dreyfus, who explained how the ex- 
clamation "Oh, the wretch," escaped 
his lips yesterday. 


"M. Bertillon," the prisoner said, 


"was constantly turning to me while 
testifying and calling me the guilty 
man. 
I retorted • 'Wretch' to him. 


Those are the circumstances under 
which I uttered the word. 


"I have nothing to reply to the 


deposition of the witness. But there 
is one thing of which I am absolute- 
ly sure, and that is that I am not 
the writer of the bordereau." 
*""" DOCUMENTS DOCTORED. 


Referring to his papers which were 


seized at the war office, Dreyfus said 
it would not be strange to see notes, 
written by 
officers, 
altered. He 


added: 


"I was shown yesterday a note 


relative to General D* Mlribel. There 


in the document 
by th* chief of depMtneat 


ately after having written a note he 
handed it to the chief of 
depart- 


ment." 


Referring to the so-called "blot- 


ting-pad letter" Dreyfus said: 


"This letter is perfectly genuine. 


Madame Dreyfus can testify to that 
point. 
No one here will doubt the 


word of Madame Dreyfus, and you, 
gentlemen, less than anyone," 
he 


added, looking steadily at the judges. 


After a biief adjournment the gov- 


ernment commissary, Major Carriere, 
called upon Captain Valeric, of the 
artillery, to explain M. Bertillon's 
system and to give an opinion on the 
subject: 


BORDEREAU FABRICATED. 


The captain said he thought M. 


Bertillon's evidence might he sum- 
marized in a sentence: 
"The bor- 


dereau was doctored and the docu- 
ment fabricated by means of secret 
writing, or writing with a key, the 
key word 'interest' being found on 
the 'blotting pad letter' attributed to 
Mathieu Dreyfus. 


"The system," continued the cap- 


tain, " was evidently devised to offer 
the prisoner two means of escape. 
Either he would deny being the au- 
thor of the bordereau by pointing to 
the difference of the handwriting, or 
he would contend it was a plot by 
showing the documents were traced 
over his writings. However compli- 
cated the ingenuity of the human 
mind might appear," continued the 
witness, "I propose to show: 


"First—That the 
document 
was 


fabricated. 


"Second—That it Was fabricated by 


means of the key word 'interested.' 


"Third—That documents 
written 


by the prisoner in the war office con- 
tained words written by means of 
the same key. 


"Fourth—That the forgery was in- 


tended to enable the prisoner to plead 
there was a plot against him. 


"Fifth—That the 
prisoner 
alone 


could be the writer." 


Captain Valerio then attempted to 


prove his 
hypothesis, 
traversing 


practically the same ground as al- 
ready laboriously covered by M. Ber- 
tillon, during the course of which he 
pointed to what he alleged were con- 
clusive proofs of the value of M. Ber- 
tillon's system. 


The witness declared that, as he 


wished 
to 
remain 
on 
scientific 


ground, he would not attempt to de- 
fine the motives actuating the writer 
of the bordereau, but he was perfect- 
ly convinced it could only have been 
Dreyfus. 
Esterhazy had 
declared 


himself to be the writer, but that 
could not be true, because it had been 
proved the bordereau was forged. 


A MATERIAL PROOF. 


In conclusion, Captain Valerio de- 


clared the court now had in its pos- 
session material proof of the pris- 
oner's guilt (sensation). 


When Dreyfus was asked the usual 


question, the prisoner pointed 
out 


that the evidence of Captain Valerio 
was only a repetition of M. Bertil- 
lon's and that, consequently, his re- 
ply to the latter applied equally to 
Valerio. 


Reference having been 
made 
to 


doctored words in minutes written by 
him at the war office, Dreyfus pointed 
out that those minutes were written 
in the presence of witnesses. He also 
dwelt upon the fact that he had al- 
ready acknowledged the genuineness 
of the "blotting pad letter," which he 
reaffirmed, adding that the hypothe- 
sis that he doctored the bordereau 
in order to have means of defense fell 
to the ground of itself, since he had 
never attempted to turn the system 
to use (sensation). 


"All of M. Bertillon's measures are 


false. 
All, without exception," ex- 


claimed the prisoner vehemently, 
amid excitement. 


MAUREL CONFRONTED. 


Major Carriere asked the court to 


confront Colonel Maurel and Captain 
Fraystaetter. 


As Captain Fraystaetter, his breast 


glittering with decorations, advanced 
with firm step and an air of energy, 
he created a good impression. 
He 


wore a short beard, turning gray 
and a flowing blond moustache. 


His hair is almost white, although 


he is only forty-two years of age. 


He deposed, saying: 
"I was a judge of the court martial 


of 1894. 
My belief in the prisoner's 


guilt was due to the evidence of ex- 
perts and Colonel Henry and Colonel 
Du Paty de Clam. I should say it 
was strengthened by the reading of 
documents which were communicated 
to us, the judges, in a private room 
(great sensation). 


CONTENTS OF DOSSIER. 


"The secret dossier contained: 
"First—A biographical dossier, im- 


puting to Dreyfus acts of treason 
committed at the pyrotechnic school 
at Bourges, at the military college 
and while on the headquarters staff. 


"Second—The document known as 


the 'cette canaille de D—' document. 


"Third—A letter which, by show- 


ing the resemblance of the handwrit- 
ing, proved the genuineness of the 
'cette canaille de D—' document and 
which was called the 'D'Avignon let- 
ter' (cries of "oh"). 


"Fourth—A telegram from a for- 


eign military attachee very distinct- 
ly asservating the prisoner's guilt." 


A great sensation and lively inter- 


ruption! followed this statement. 


"This telegram, if I remember 


rightly," continued the witness, "was 
IB the foUowtaf tenu: 'Dreyfus U 


arrested'. Emissary warned'" 
(re- 


newed cries of "oh, oh"). 
STIRS MERCIER AND MAUREL. 
At this juncture General Mercier 


and Colonel Maurel jumped up simul- 
taneously and asked for permission 
to speak. 
Their action caused in- 


tense 
excitement, 
which 
became 


breathless as Colonel Maurel stood 
up and both the former judges con- 
fronted each other with almost defi- 
ant looks. 


Colonel Maurel said: '•! have only 


a word to say. 
The other day M. 


Labori drew me from the ground of 
argument to the ground of secret 
deliberations. I told him I had only 
read a single document. These were 
the words: 'I only read one docu- 
ment.' I did not say only one docu- 
ment had been read (sensation). 
I 


did not go any futther than that, as 
I did not wish to violate the secret 
of the judges' deliberations." 


Continuing, Colonel Maurel said: 
"In reply to questions of counsel 


for the defense, who would 
have 


made me say more than I wished, I 
declared I had only read one docu- 
ment. After reading that document 
I handed the dossier to the clerk, 
saying: 'I am tired.''' 


This caused another great sensa- 


tion and interruptions almost devel- 
oping 
into 
uproarousness, which 


caused Colonel Jouaust to order the 
commandant of gendarmes to main- 
tain silence. 


MAUREL EXCITED. 


Colonel Maurel, as he spoke, was 


greatly excited and trembled. 
The 


fingers of his right hand opened and 
shut nervously, while those of his 
left kept up a tattoo on the bar of 
the witness stand. 


Captain Freistaetter steadfastly re- 


jarded his former colleague, his con- 
fident, determined attitude 
having 


an immense effect on the audience, 
whose great agitation increased as 
succeeding incidents followed. 


M. Lnboii asked whether Colonel 


Maurel confirmed the explanations 
ot Captain Preistnetter and what the 
latter had said in regard to Colonel 
Maurel. 


The latter replied: 
"I answer with all frankness and 


truth. I only listened to the reading 
of the documents very absently. 
It 


was not interesting." 
(Shouts of 


"Oh, oh," and much laughter). 


The witness concluded by saying: 
"That is all, Monsieur Le Presi- 


dent. 
I remember nothing else." 


Captain Freistaetter was then re- 


quested to definitely give his recol- 
lections concerning the production of 
a secret document at the court-mar- 
tial of 1894. 
His manner was quiet 


and collected as he replied: 
MAUREL SAW ALL DOCUMENTS. 


Not only did I see them, but I'as- 


sert Colonel Maurel had them in his 
hands. And, what is more, I assert 
that he made a commentary on each 
document as it passed through his 
hands." (Immense sensation). 


Colonel Maurel, very pale, vigor- 


ously protested against the use of the 
word "commentary," which caused 
much laughter. 


"I could not have acted as Captain 


Freistaetter asserts," said Colonel 
Maurel. "I was too conscious of my 
duty to allow myself to influence in 
any way the judges, whose president 
I was, and if what Captain Freistaet- 
ter has just said in regard to me had 
been done in my presence, if the 
president had attempted to exercise 
pressure on me as a judge, if he had 
attempted to influence me, notwith- 
standing his age, rank or functions, 
I would have reminded him of his 
duty. I would not have waited five 
years before coming forward to pro- 
voke an audience in open court. 
I 


have finished. I will say no more'in 
reply to Captain Freistaetter." 


IGNORANT OF REGULATIONS. 
Addressing Colonel Jouausl, Cap- 


tain Freistaetter said: 


'•My excuse for my attitude, my 


colonel, was my ignorance of the 
legal regulations. 
I did not know 


at all that it was forbidden to make 
any communication in the judges' 
room. (Sensation). Moreover, April 
8, last, I wrote to Colonel Maurel. 
clearly explaining everything I in- 
tended to do, when I learned it was 
irregular to communicate documents 
in the judges' rooms." 


MAUREL ADMITS IT. 


Colonel Maurel admitted the truth 


of his statement, adding: 


"Captain Freistaetter referred to 


the doubts which had been awakened 
in his mind by Colonel Henry's for- 
gery. He spoke of the anguish by 
which his conscience was tortured. I 
did' not reply to Captain Freisteatter, 
Because I am accustomed to allow 
every one the liberty of his opinions, 
In my opinion every one ought to 
guide his ship in his own way." 


M. Labori requested the judges to 


note that no contradiction was offeree 
to Captain Freistaetter's statemen 
that the Panizzardi telegram of No 
vember 2 was communicated private 
ly to the judges in 1894, and, unde: 
these circumstances, General Mercie: 
having testified that he had given an 
order that the telegram should no 
be communicated, and whereas h 
had also testified that the order was 
car*"'1 aut, counsel begged the presi 
dent of the court to ask Genera 


had spoken of an act of treason, al- 
leged to have been described at the 
1894 court martial as committed by 
Dreyfus at the pyrotechnic school, 
adding that Freistaetter "seemed to 
retain very exact recollections of the 
documents communicated," and in- 
quired what was referred to in the 
letter mentioned. 


Captain 
Freistaettei—It referred 


to a shell. I see the document per- 
fectly in my minds eye. 


SATS FREISTAETTER LIED. 
General Mercier - So, Captain Frei- 


staetter is caught in the very act of 
lying. (Loud shouts.) 


"I repeat it," the general contin- 


ued coolly, amid lenewed protests. 
"As a matter .of fact, the Robin shell, 
to which he refers, was only adopted 
by Germany in 1895. We were only 
informed of the treason in 1890." 


Captain Freistaetter adhered to his 


statement that a shell was men- 
tioned in the commentaiy submitted 
to the generals in 1894. 


General Merciei As for the tele- 


grams of Novembei 2, I maintain 
that it was not communicated to the 
court of 1894. 


Captain Freistaetter- I nm ceitftin 


that there was a telegram with the 
words "Dreyfus is ai rested. Emis- 
saiy warned." Thete was something 
else which I do not ipiuember. As 
icgards the reply General Mercier 
has just made to me. I insist I have 
not said there was a document men- 
tioning a particului shell, but, simp- 
ly a commentary ipieiring to an act 
of treason in connection with a shell. 
I do not know if that affected the evi- 
dence of the prosecution. But, I on- 
ly testified that of which I am strict- 
ly certain. 


General Mercier reiterated that it 


was impossible to communicate in 
1894 concerning the Robin shell. 
WANTS DE CIAM INVESTIGATED 


M. Labori then said: 
"In view of the incidents occur- 


ring, I must insist once more, Mon- 
seur Le President, that the condition 
of Colonel Du Paty de Clam be ex- 
amined into by impartial physicians. 
General Mercier has stated that the 


acket containing the secret docu- 
lents was prepared by Colonel Du 
'aty de Clam." 
General Mercier (interrupting)— 
'ardon me. I said I had learned 
rom General De Boiscleffre that the 
ackage was brought by Colonel Du 
[•aty de Clam. But I also said Colo- 
el Sandherr prepared the package 
sensation). 


ETERNALLY THE DEAD. 


M. Labori—Always the dead Sand- 
err, the dead 
Henry—the 
dead!

The aim of framing is not to exhibit 


tin- frame, but the picture, to make the 
picture look its best. Hence anything 
that calls oft the attention from the 
picture to the frame should lie avoid- 
ed, says The Critic and Art Collector. 
The frame must become the picture, 
bo subordinate to the picture and bo 
well made and strong enough to hold 
it. A good oil painting deserves a rich, 
elaborate frame. 
The bright gold of 


tlie frame only sots off aud becomes 
the color of the painting. If placed 
In a shadow or shelter fcox, the lining 
of the box should be In harmony with 
the gold frame, of some unobtrusive , 
color, like oliye or old gold, but never 
of glaring crimson plush. Water colors 
should be framed after a more slnrplo " 
fashion and etchings or engravings 
more simiily yet. Water colors of the 
popular Dutch school, which have al- 
most as tmii'h ileuth of color as an oil. 
painting, can be treated more like oil 
paintings, (lold mats and rich frames^ 
may only enhance their beauty, but 
light water colors, especially those* 
where body color is Dot used, requiro-' 
lipht mats of rough paper, white or' 
cream, and cream whito. white andr. 
and gold or very simple gold frames. 


A water color, lu distinction from an ,• 


oil paint lug, requires a mat to bring 
out its color and a glass for protection. 
This glas« should bo flawless clear (not 
green >. and. with the mat Intervening, 
it cannot touch or injure the face of 
the pir-ttif". 
Thick paper snould be 


placed under the back boards of the 
frame to present the wood from stain- 
Ing the puturo from behind, and nnner 
should be pasted over the back of the 
frame to keep out dust. In the choice 
of nints romeinlier that cream tints 
turn several shades darker in the 
course of a year or two, but they are ' 
more generally becoming than the blue 
white. 
Still, some delicate paintings 


cannot bear the cream tint, so it is well 
to test the different shades of white 
with the picture in hand. 


The completion of a water color 


should be studied in the choice of a 
mat as truly a.s that of a bride in the 
selection of the right shade of white 
for hor wedding gown. 
This is also 


true of etchings and engravings. An 
etching should be framed as carefully, 
neatly and becomingly as a water rol- 
or, for etchings, like women, are kittle 
cattle, and their idiosyncrasies should 
be humored. Light natural wood oak, 
ash, chestnut, clieiry and holly, well 
mado, In a simple stjle, are pietending, 
unobjectionable and do not distract the 
attention from the pic-tm'o. which is tho 
point of attention, not the 
frame. 


Hi-ouzo, gold, white aud gold and 
crcain w hitu frames are also suitable 
for etchings. Landscapes require sim- 
ple ft antes, lig tire pictures can bear 
•something more dressy, and a sluglo 
In ad 
requires the 
most elaborate 


frame of 1lie throe, but in oach case the 
danger is in ovoi-docoration. An old 
cn;;ia\iiii; 01 etching may look well la 
a black frame, but Mark must be usod 
judiciously. Woods like oak or chest- 
nut, gilded, but showing tlie natural 
grain and made up in a flat, plain 
molding, are admirable for frames and 
are more suitable than overwrought 
gilt molding.

FEARS THE ALLIANCE. 


A prominent diplomat who is ac-: 


qua in ted with the details of the ne*; 
gotintions of the past few years, said' 
to the reporter of the Associated \ 
Press:

"In any arrangement looking to a j 


working agreement between England 
and the United States, Russia sees | 
the defeat of her dearest projects. I. 
believe her intense activity in China' 
is to no small extent due to her fear 
that Anglo-Saxon power, once cen- i 
trallzed, will sweep everything be- 
fore it in the far east. Dreading the 
rapid realization of this nightmare, 
she is making hay while the sun 
shines, in the meanwhile intriguing' 
to the utmost to tie the hands of 
those who Are working to materialize 
Anglo-American sentiment. 


THE EVIDENCE OF IT. 


"The latest evidence of this is in 


th« Alaskan affair. Though strictly 
speaking, it is a matter of interna- 
tional politics and would have been 
settled long ago if left solely to Great 
Britain and the United States, Rus- 
sia has managed to suggest motives 
never dreamed of by America by dis- 
torting facts. It is impossible for 
me to divulge exactly how or to what 
extent Russia got her paws into the 
dispute. But the attitude of her 
press, official to the core, is quite suf- 
ficient to show her motives." 


The report that Sir Wilfrid Laurier.

CRYPTOGRAPHIC SIGNATURE. 
Counsel reminded the witness thai 


he said in 189<l that he found in the 
bordereau a cryptographic signature, 
"Alfred Dreyfus." 


M. Bertillon replied that he was 


not now positive on this point, to 
which he added, '*he attached no im- 
portance whatever." 
Referring to 


M. Bertillon's statements yesterday 
that he found in the bordereau words 
Dreyfus was in the habit of using in 
documents of the war office, M. De- 
mage asked IIOTV the witness account- 
ed for this,, and the specialist ex- 
plained with some confusion that it 
was a necessary counterpart of the 
precautions taken by the prisoner 
when he wrote the bordereau, "in or- 
der to make out that he was the vic- 
tim of n plot." (Sensation). 
KEY WORD OF THE BORDEREAU. 


Asked his opinion of the letter 


from Mntliieu Dreyfus called the 
"blotting pad letter," from which 
the specialist alleged the prisoner 
took the key word for his work on 
the bordereau, M. Bertillon replied 
that he had no opinion on the sub- 
ject, but lie maintained the letter had 
been written by the same system as 
the bordereau. 


"That is my hypothesis," said the 


witness; "many similar ones can be 
found." 
(Murmurs of disapproval). 


M. Labor! asked how M. Bertillon 


reconciled the result of the present 
experiments, namely, that the bor- 
dereau was written by Dreyfus trac- 
ing Esterhazy's handwriting, with 
his opinion in 1894 that the bor- 
dereau was written by Dreyfus, un- 
less it 
had been most 
cleverly 


forged. 
, 


ONLY A HYPOTHESIS. 


To this M. Bertillon replied that it 


was only a hypothesis, whereupon 
M. Labor! remarked that the forgery 
was then of such a nature as to con- 
duce to the proof in favor of Dreyfus, 
"yet today it is made proof against 
him." 


Continuing, counsel said: 
' 


"Since the witness admits Ester- 


hazy has written by the same mathe- 
metical methods as Dreyfus, why has 
he'attributed the bordereau to Drey- 
fus rather than EsterhazyP" 


M. Bertillon—It WPS on Dreyfus* 


blotting pad that the key word "in- 
terest" was found, and Esterhazy 
might have had access to this word. 


M. Labori—Does M. Bertillon admit 


that Esterhazy is n traittor? 


REFUSED TO PUT QUESTION. 
Colonel Jouaust refused to put the 


question to the witness. 
(Sensation). 


M. Labori, continuing his ques- 


tions, asked Iff. Bcrtillon's opinion 
as to what system of defense would 
have been employed by the writer of 
the bordereau if the document had 
been found on him. 


The witness, in a confused and 


most inaudible tone declared the 
prisoner would have adduced it as 
proof of a plot. 


M, Labori—In that case the pris- 


oner must have foreseen the appear- 
ance on the scene of a man so emi- 
nent as M. Bertillon, capable of im- 
agining a system so ingenious as 
the one he has expounded 
today 


(laughter). 
M. LABORI RIDDLES EVIDENCE, 


M. Bertillon retorted that, in his 


opinion, n man at the ability of the 
accused could have made a model 
line in a quarter of an hour every 
time he had occasion to write. Re- 
plying to further questions, M. Ber- 
tillon admitted he had discovered in 
Esterhazy's 
writing 
peculiarities 


similar to those in the bordereau. 


Counsel pointed out that it was 


impossible to maintain the hypothe- 
sis that Esterhazy was a man of 
straw, since in 1897, when he might 
very well have admitted writing the 
bordereau, he had confessed nothing. 


DREYFUS EXPLAINS CONDUCT. 
The reasoning of 
M. 
Bertillon, 


counsel asserted, therefore, fell to the 
ground.' After a short 
incidental 


discussion of the Weyler 
forgery, 


which it was believed was perpe- 
trated by order of the prefect of po- 
lice, Colonel Jouaust asked the pris- 
oner if he had anything to say in 
reply to the witness, and the atten- 
tion of all present was riveted on 
Dreyfus, who explained how the ex- 
clamation "Oh, the wretch," escaped 
his lips yesterday. 


"M. Bertillon," the prisoner said 


"was constantly turning to me whili 
testifying and calling me the guilty 


1 man. 
I retorted • 'Wretch' to him 


Those are the circumstances undei 
which I littered the word. 


"I have nothing to reply to the 


deposition of the witness. But ther 
is one thing of which I am absolute 
ly sure, and that is that I am no 
the writer of the bordereau." 
*""*" DOCUMENTS DOCTORED. 


Referring to his papers which wer 


seized at the war office, Dreyfus sai

dod, looking steadily at the judges. 
After a brief adjournment the gov- 


ernment commissary, Major Carriere, 
called upon Captain Valeria, of the 
irtillery, to explain M. 
Bertillon's 


system and to give an opinion on the 
subject: 


BORDEREAU FABRICATED. 


The captain said he thought M. 


Bertillon's evidence might be sum- 
marized in a sentence: 
"The bor- 


dereau WHS doctored and the docu- 
ment fabricated by means of secret 
writing, or writing with a key, the 
icy word 'interest' being found on 
he 'blotting pad letter' attributed to 
ffathieu Dreyfus. 
"The system," continued the cap- 
ain, " was evidently devised to offer 
he prisoner two means of escape. 
Either he would deny being the au- 
hor of the bordereau by pointing to 
he difference of the handwriting, or 


LO would contend it was a plot by 
bowing the documents were traced 
ver his writings. However compli- 
ated the ingenuity of the . human 
nind might appear," continued the 
vitness, "I propose to show: 


First—That the 
document was 


abricated. 
"Second—That it was fabricated by 


means of the key word 'interested.' 


Third—That documents written 


y the prisoner in the war office con- 
ained words written by means of 
lie same key. 
"Fourth—That the forgery was in- 
ended to enable the prisoner to plead 
here was a plot against him. 


'Fifth—That the 
prisoner 
alone 


ould be the writer." 
Captain Valerio then attempted to 
rove 
his 
hypothesis, traversing 


roctically the same ground as al- 
eady laboriously covered by M. Ber- 
Jlon, during the course of which he 
ointed to what he alleged were con- 
lusive proofs of the value of M. Ber- 
illon's system. 
The witness declared that, as he 
•ished 
to 
remain 
on 
scientific 


round, he would not attempt to de- 
ne the motives actuating the writer 
f the bordereau, but he was perfect- 
7- convinced it could only have been 
Jreyfus. 
Esterhazy had 
declared 


imself to be the writer, but that 
ould not be true, because it had been 
roved the bordereau was forged. 


A MATERIAL PKOOF. 


In conclusion, Captain Valerio de- 
Inred the court now had in its pos- 
ossion material proof of the pris- 
ner's guilt (sensation). 
When Dreyfus was asked the usual 
uestion, the prisoner pointed 
out 


hat the evid, -.ce of Captain Valerio 
•as only n rfc^etition of M. Bertil- 
on's and that, consequently, his re- 
ly to the latter applied equally to 
'alerio. 
Reference having been 
made 
to 


octored words in minutes written by 
im nt the war office, Dreyfus pointed 
ut that those minutes were written 
n the presence of witnesses. He also 
welt upon the fact that he had nl- 
eady acknowledged the genuineness 
f the "blotting pad letter," which he 
eaffirmed, adding that the hypothe- 
is that he doctored the bordereau 


order to have means of defense fell 


o the ground of itself, since he had 
never attempted to turn the system 
o use (sensation). 


'All of M. Bertillon's measures are 


alse. 
All, without exception," ex- 


loimed the prisoner vehemently, 
mid excitement. 


MAUREL CONFRONTED. 


Major Carriere asked the court to 
onfront Colonel Maurel and Captain 
i"raystaetter. 
As Captain Fraystaetter, his breast 


glittering with decorations, advanced 
with firm step and oil air of energy, 
ie created a good impression. 
He 


wore a short beard, turning gray, 
iiid a flowing blond moustache. 


His hair is almost white, although 


ie is only forty-two years of age. 


He deposed, saying: 
"I was a judge of the court martial 


of 1894. 
My belief in the prisoner's 


guilt was due to the evidence of ex- 
jerts and Colonel Henry and Colonel 
Du Paty de Clam. I should say it 
was strengthened by the reading of 
locuments which were communicated 
to.us, the judges, in a private room 
'great sensation). 


CONTENTS OF DOSSIER. 


'The secret dossier contained: 
Th-st—A biographical dossier, im- 


puting to Dreyfus acts of treason 
committed at the pyrotechnic schoo? 
fit Bourges, at the military college 
nnd while on the headquarters staff 


Second—The document known as 


the 'cette canaille de D—' document 


:Third—A letter which, by show- 


ing the resemblance of the handwrit 
ing, proved the genuineness of the 
'cette canaille de D—' document and 
which was called the 'D'Avignon let 
tor' (cries of "oh"). 


"Fourth—A telegram from a for 


eign military attacliee very distinct 
ly asservating the prisoner's guilt.; 


A great sensation and lively inter 


ruptions followed this statement. 


"This telegram, if I remembe 


rightly," continued the witness, "wn 
in the following terms: 'Dreyfus i 


arrested'. Emissary warned'" 
(re- 


newed cries of "oh, oh"). 


STIRS MERCIER AND MAUBEL. 
At this juncture General Mercier 


and Colonel Maurel jumped up simul 
aneously and asked for permission 
o speak. 
Their action caused in- 


.ense 
excitement, 
which 
became 


breathless as Colonel Maurel stood 
up and both the former judges con- 
ranted each other with almost defi- 
mt looks. 


Colonel Maurel said: "I have only 


a word to say. 
The other day M. 


jabori drew me from the ground of 
.rguiiient to the ground of secret 
deliberations. I told him I had only 
•ead a single document. These were 
:he words: 'I only read one docu- 
ment.' I did not say only one docu- 
nent had been read (sensation). 
I 


lid not go any further than that, as 


did not wish to violate the secret 


if the judges' deliberations." 


Continuing, Colonel Maurel said: 
"In reply to questions of counsel 
or the defense, who would 
have 


made me say more than I wished, I 
declared I had only read one docu- 
nent. After reading that document 


'. handed the dossier to the clerk, 
aying: 'I am tired.' " 
This caused another great sensa- 
ioii and interruptions almost devel- 
ping 
into 
uproarousness, which 


aused Colonel Jouaust to order the 
ommandaiit of gendarmes to ninin- 
ain silence. 


MAUREL EXCITED. 


Colonel Maurel, as he spoke, was 


jreatly excited and trembled. 
The 


ingers of his right hand opened and 
hut nervously, while those of his 
eft kept up a tattoo on the bar of 
he witness stand. 
Captain Freistaetter steadfastly re- 
;nrdecT his former colleague, his con- 
ident, determined attitude having 
n immense effect on the audience, 
whose great agitation increased as 
ucceeding incidents followed. 
M. Labori asked whether Colonel 


Maurel confirmed the 
explanations 


f Captain Freistaetter nnd what the 
atter had said in regard to Colonel 
Maurel. 


The latter replied: 
"I answer with all frankness and 
ruth. I only listened to the reading 
f the documents very absently. 
It 


was not interesting." 
(Shouts of 


Oh, oil," and much laughter). 
The witness concluded by saying: 
"That is all, Monsieur Le Presi- 


lent. I remember nothing else." 
Captain Freistaetter was then re- 
uested to definitely give his recol- 
ections concerning the production of 


secret document at the court-mar- 


lal of 1804. 
His manner was quiet 


nd collected as he replied: 
MA'UREL SAW ALL DOCUMENTS. 


"Not only did I see them, but I-as- 
ert Colonel Mnurel had them in his 
lands. And, what is more, I assert 
hat he made a commentary on each 
locument as it passed through his 
lands." 
(Immense sensation). 


Colonel Maurel, very pale, vigor- 


msly protested against the use of the 
vord "commentary," which caused 
nuch laughter. 


"I could not have acted as Captain 
'reistaetter asserts," said Colonel 
laurel. "I was too conscious of my 
luty to allow myself to influence in 
ny way the judges, whose president 
was, and if what Captain Freistaet- 
er has just said in regard to me had 
ieen done in my presence, if 
the 


•resident had attempted to exercise 
•ressure on me as a judge, if he had 
Attempted to influence me, notwith- 
tandlng his age, rank or functions, 


would have reminded him of his 


duty. I would not have waited five 


rears before coming forward to pro- 
•oke an audience in open court. 
I 


lave finished. I will say no more "in 
eply to Captain Freistaetter." 
IGNORANT OF REGULATIONS. 
Addressing Colonel Jouaust, Cap- 
am Freistaetter said: 


My excuse for my attitude, my 


colonel, was my ignorance of the 
egal regulations. 
I did not know 


at all that it was forbidden to make 
my communication in the judges' 
•o'om. (Sensation). Moreover, April 
8, lost, I wrote to Colonel Maurel.. 
clearly explaining everything I in- 
tended to do, when I learned it was 
rregular to communicate documents 
n the judges' rooms." 


MAUREL ADMITS IT. 


Colonel Maurel admitted the truth 


of his statement, adding: 


'Captain Freistaetter referred to 


;he doubts which had been awakened 
n his mind by Colonel Henry's for- 
gery. He spoke of the anguish by 
which his conscience was tortured. I 
did' not reply to Captain Freisteatter, 
liecause I am accustomed to allow 
every one the liberty of his opinions 
In my opinion every one ought to 
:uide his ship in his own way." 
M. Labori requested the judges to 


note that no contradiction was offeree 
to Captain Freistaetter's statement 
that the Panizzardi telegram of No- 
•ember 2 was communicated private' 
ly to the judges in 1894, and, undei 
these circumstances, General Merciei 
having testified that he had given ai 
order that the telegram should no 
be communicated, and whereas he 
had also testified that the order was 
car'*"! out, counsel begged the presi 
dent of the court to ask Genen 
Mercier for an explanation concern 
ing this statement, which entirel; 
contradicted his evidence. 
(Grea 


sensation). 


General Mercier, who had paid at 


tentton

pointed out that Captain Frcistaette 


lad spoken of an net of treason, al-

The Penn- 
sylvania company has discovered 
that the steel car could not be re- 
paired by the ordinary shop methods, 
but it was found that with improved 
appliances the cars could bo repaired 
or even rebuilt much cheaper thnii 
the damaged wooden cars. Then the 
master mechanics began to devise 
rncnns and methods to facilitate and 
economize repair work on the steel 
cars nnd the result is that even with 
the present crude appliances they are 
enabled to rebuild a steel car at one- 
third the cost entailed in reconstruct- 
ing a badly damaged wooden car.

Tlie 
interior of these islands, occupying an 
area of 114,125 square miles, are as un- 
explored as the Mississippi river region 
was wheii the pilgrim fathers and 
mothers landed on Plymouth rock. 


Coal has been found on at least half 


i* dozen of tlie islands. In Albay, tho 
province occupying tho south end of 
Luzon, are veins 20 to 25 feet thick. 
The mountains of Luzon aro rich in 
iron and magnetic ore. sunn* of which 
L-ontains SO per cent of pure metal. In 
many parts of Mindanao, too, iron ore 
has been found.

tives of nearly all of the South and 


Central American states of their most 
friendly and cordial feeling toward 
this country, and there Is no ground 
for supposition that there will be any, 
break iu these relations. There Is no 
doubt, however, that the South Amer- 
ican republics are gradually working 
toward 
a closer commercial union 


nong themselves, which may or may, 


not be of advantage to us. That de- 
pends upon how promptly and 
effi- 


ciently we are able to meet the com- 
mercial conditions of those countrios. 


With no hostility toward the United 


States Hie presidents of several of tho 
South American republics have been 
iieetiug in conference—sort of mutual 
admiration societies and love feasts, 
the purpose of which has been to ad- 
vance their respective commercial In- 
terests. 
President Campos Sallcs of 


Urazil and President Julio KOCH, of the 
Argentineltepnblie have been the chief 
novel's In this commercial union, the 
principal meeting having been recently, 
held in Buenos Ayres. 


While there Is no probability of this 


country ever coming Into conflict with 
tlie Smith American states, it Is In- 
teresting to note what sort of n front 
the united republics would be able to 
put up against a common enemy.
